Coronavirus Update (Covid-19):  Stay at Home Advisory.  Stay home and avoid unnecessary travel and 

activities until May 4, or until further notice.  Restaurants are open for takeout and delivery only.  Please 

maintain “Physical Distancing” of 6 feet if you go to the supermarket.  All playgrounds, basketball courts and 

fields are closed.  Help Stop the Spread.  Wash your hands often with soap and water for at least 20 seconds.  

Cover your cough, avoid touching your face, eyes and mouth.  Frequently clean commonly touched surfaces.
